Vietnam vets out of step with VFW, Legion

When Tom Ambrose of Los An- 


geles came home from Vietnam he 
joined the American Legion, follow- 
ing a path paved by millions of 
veterans since World War I. 


But after a year he quit. 
"Vietnam veterans and the 


traditional veterans' organization 
are a generation apart on policy, 
philosophy 
and 
organizational 


s t r u c t u r e , " A m b r o s e s a i d . 
"They're full of formations, salutes 
and military protocol, all the things 


young people disliked in Vietnam 
and want to forget." 


His statement exemplifies a 


problem 
bedeviling the 
nation's 


veterans' organizations on Veter- 
ans Day; The men who fought in 
Vietnam are, for the most part, 
turning them off. 


Despite a pool of 8.3 million 


veterans from the Vietnam period, 
membership in the American Le- 
gion has remained level at about 
2.7 million since 1970. 


While the second major veter- 


ans' organization, the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, has been somewhat 


more successful in enrolling Viet- 
nam veterans, its membership has 
been stable for more than three 
years at 1.8 million. And, like the 
Legion, most of its recent recruit- 
ing has done little more than keep 
up with the deaths of older veter- 
ans. 


"We have a generation gap," 


said Peter Telley, commander of 
an American Legion post in Colo- 
rado Springs, "The older members 
from World War [I say they did 
more for their country than the 
Vietnam veterans. They seem to 
think 'their war' was more impor- 


tant, that their comradeship and 
patriotism was greater." 


Age is not the only gap between 


(he veterans. 


Interviews last week with 


veterans and officers of veterans' 
organizations in 15 cities and rural 
communities around the country 
indicated there is also gap of 
values, perhaps related to the ex- 
perience in Vietnam, on subjects 


• ranging from the use of drugs lo 


the America-righl-or-wrong patri- 
otic fervor that has 
historically 


been part of the credo of veterans' 
organizations. 


"The 
Vietnam vet has been 


shafted, more so than any other 
group of veterans," asserted 
Thomas L. Smith, a veteran of the 
Korean War who belongs to a VFW 
post in Delaware. "They want no 
contest whatsoever with anything 
military, because of their bitter- 
ness." 


Samuel 
Israel, a Vietnam 


veteran in Miami, summed up what 
appeared lo be the attitude toward 
traditional organizations t h a t - i s 
held by many ex-soldiers of his 
generation: "They're mostly just a 
bunch of old men who sit around 


and talk about the war they were 
in, and how many people they 
killed; I don't want to talk about 
it." 


In countless towns across 


America, the local American Le- 
gion post or VFW clubhouse is a 
major social center — in some 
towns it is the only place to buy a 
drink or play poker for money. 


In turn, officials of veterans' 


organizations maintain that the 
Vietnam era veterans will eventu- 
ally decide to join, don one of the

Train carrying dynamite explodes 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP) - 


Thirty tons of dynamite aboard a 
parked f r e i g h t t r a i n exploded 
Friday night, killing at least 48 
persons and injuring 1,280 others in 
the city of Iri, authorities reported. 


. The 
thunderous blast at the 


railroad station ripped the roof off 
a nearby theater where 700 persons 
were listening to a Korean singer. 
Rcscue,workers reported finding 15 
bodies in the theater and police 
said they feared the death toll 
would climb as the search contin- 
ued in the city 120 miles south of 
Seoul. 


About 9,500 buildings — nearly 


40 percent oi all buildings in the 
city of 120,000 — were destroyed or 
damaged, police said. In Seoul, the 
government set aside the equiva- 
lent of $10 million to aid reconstruc- 
tion. 


The explosion was heard for a 


distance of 10 miles and carved a 
crater 60 feet deeo. 


Police said fires touched off by 


the blast at 9 p.m. (4 a.m. PST) 
were brought under control after 
two hours with the help of fire 
crews sent in from two adjacent 
cities. 


Power and water supplies were 


disrupted by the 'blast, which was 


one of South Korea's worst railway 
disasters. 


Iri is a railroad hub in south- 


western Korea and rail service 
south of the city was suspended. 


Witnesses said, the explosion 


occurred a few minutes after a 
man ran from a freight car 
screaming: "Fire, fire." 


Police later identified the man 


as Shin Moo-il, 36, and said he told 
them he .saw flames in the ceiling 
of a freight car carrying dynamite 
and other chemicals. They reported 
Shin had been assigned by the 
Korea Explosives Co. of Inchon, 20 
miles west of Seoul, to supervise 
transportation of the dynamite 


from Inchon to Kwangju, 60 miles 
south of Iri. 


All hospitals and clinics in Iri 


were filled with victims of the 
explosion and many casualties had 
to be sent to nearby towns for 
treatment. 


Preliminary police 
estimates 


put property losses at $10 million 
and indicated 10,000 persons were 
directly affected, including many 
who lost their homes. 


Three 
hundred doctors and 


medics and 1,000 soldiers were dis- 
patched to Iri to assist in rescue 
operations and the education minis- 
try ordered 32 primary and high 
schools closed temporarily. 


Mendelsohn out as Calif .sues 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Carter's nomination of Robert 
Mendelsohn to a high Interior De- 
partment post was withdrawn 
Friday after a California agency 
announced plans to sue him in con- 
nection with an alleged scheme to 
launder campaign funds. 


Interior Secretary Cecil Andrus 


announced the withdrawal of the 
nomination and said it was at Men- 
delsohn's request. 


The California Fair Political 


Practices Commission said it plan- 
ned to file suit against Mendelsohn 
on Monday alleeine "widespread 


violations of California's campaign 
disclosure laws." 


Andrus said he felt certain 


Mendelsohn would be exonerated 
and he would rcsubmit Mendel- 
sohn's name at that time. 


In a statement issued through 


the Interior Department, Mendel- 
sohn said the action by the Califor- 
nia agency was "wrong and totally 
unjust." 


^Mendelsohn was nominated to 


be"under'secretary of Interior for 
policy, budget and administration. 


Mendelsohn is accused of being 


negligent in supervising the report- 
ing activities of his 1974 campaign 


committee. He ran unsuccessfully 
for state controller. 


The California commission said 


it planned to file the suit against 
Mendelsohn, his campaign commit- 
tee and five other individuals. 


"We have uncovered what we 


believe to be very serious violations 
of the campaign disclosure law," 
commission 
chairman 
Daniel 


Lowenslein told a news conference. 


The commission said $26,500 


was funneled into Mendelsohn's 
unsuccessful campaign for state 
controller and that "a conspiracy 
lo cover up the true source of the 
money still exists."

as $45 billion, according to Whit* 
House and congressional esti- 
mates. .And , this cost will be 
passed along to 'consumers in 
higher electric bills.

WASHINGTON - President 


Carter will propose tax cuts for 
individuals and business next year, 
but probably not the comprehen- 
sive (ax reform program he 
promised during his campaign, 
Treasury Secretary W. Michael 
Blumenthal predicted Friday.

within a few weeks on the tax -bill 
he will send to Congress early next 
year. But Blumenthal said he hopes 
it will nqt include "long and com- 
plicated" tax changes because they 
would have an unsettling effect on 
the economy.

Dramatic 
peace plea 
by Begin 


JERUSALEM (AP) - 
Prime 


Minister Menahem Begin appealed 
directly to the Egyptian people 
Friday lo end bloodshed and "start 
on the road to friendship." 


The extraordinary, handwritten 


plea came amid fresh fighting on 
Israel's border with Lebanon and 
reports of more casualties and the 
downing of an Israeli jet. Israel 
denied any jet was downed, how- 
ever. 


Beghi's statement, addressed lo 


the "citizens of Egypt," appeared 
to be a spontaneous reply lo a 
speech by Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat who offered Wednes- 
day to ignore the technicalities 
blocking peace talks and go any- 
where, even to the Israeli parlia- 
ment, to negotiate. 


"LET US SAY one. to another, 


and let it be a silent oath by both 
peoples, of Egypt and Israel: no 
more wars, no more bloodshed and 
no more threats," Begin said. 


In response, Egypt challenged 


Begin to prove his sincerity by 
withdrawing Israeli troops from oc- 
cupied Arab lands. 


An official government state- 


ment carried on Cairo TV said, 
"This is the only way to make Hie 
Arab people believe his talks on 
peace and respond to them because 
peace cannot be achieved through 
occupation of lands and neglecting 
the legitimate rights of the Pales- 
tinian people." 


Egypt accused Begin of trying 


to divide the Arabs because he 
"limited his appeal to the Egyptian 
people while he knows that they are 
part of the Arab \yorld and had 
never been alone in their wars 
against Zionist expansionist de- 
signs." 


The Israeli military command 


said, meanwhile, that two air force 
planes, sent to patrol southern 
Lebanon after a Palestinian rocket 
attack, encountered 
anti-aircraft 


fire from a grove near the Mediter- 
ranean town of Tyre, 12 miles north 
of the border. The planes attacked 
the source of fire and returned 
safely to base, a spokesman said. 
He said, the firing was from an 
inhabited area.

ern Lebanon claimed a new Israeli

L.A. may get more 
mental health cash 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gov. 


Brown said Friday he would pro- 
pose increased state spending on 
local mental health programs in 
Los Angeles County. 


He also said he may propose 


lengthening the time a mental pa- 
tient can be hospitalized involun- 
tarily. 


The governor disputed a claim 


by Assemblyman Frank Lanter- 
man, R-La Canada, that Brown's 
veto of $4 million from the Legisla- 
ture's mental hospital budget last 
year had contributed to deteriorat- 
ing conditions at Metropolitan State 
Hospital in Norwalk. 


"The two had nothing to do 


with each other," Brown said, not- 
ing that he increased the hospital 
budget by slightly more than the 
vetoed $4 million later in the year. 


The Legislature added $10 mil- 


lion to Brown's budget for staffing 
in the 11 hospitals in 197&-77. Brown 
approved only $6 million. Later in 
the year he added more than S4 
million to start to bring the hospi- 
tals up to staffing standards ap- 


proved in 1973. 


Brown had opposed the 1973 


standards earlier, and still says 
they are not completely appropri- 
ate for the hospitals. But he agreed 
to add the money amid continuing 
reports of unexplained deaths, pa- 
tient abuse, inadequate staffing and 
poor care at the hospitals. 


This year, Brown's Finance De- 


partment says, the state budget 
includes $20.7 million to increase 
hospital staffing. 


Brown said he vetoed the £} 


million at the time because the. 
hospitals did not yet have adequate 
plans to use the additional staff, 
and because he "did not have a lot 
of confidence" in 
Metropolitan's 


mental health director or in several 


, other hospital directors in the state.' 
Later in the year a number of 
directors were replaced. 


Brown said Friday that he 


would announce on Tuesday a 
'proposal for "additional resources 
for Los Angeles County" for local 
niental health institutions and non- 
institutional follow-up care.

The gracefully curved bow 


nosed into Ihe water. But .the stern 


became stuck in mud as thunder 
rumbled through a darkening sky 
and rain began to fall. 


Rising estuary tides finally 


floated the stem and a cheer went 
up from a crowd of about 2,000 
onlookers. 


Ihsan Samarraci, director of 


the nearby Basra television station, 
poured river water over the bow 
and christened the vessel. A lamb 
was ceremonially slaughtered (or 
the occasion.

Johnson sad Robitsek never before 


had been institutionalized and is anxious 
to leave, but "he does need some degree 
of assislance with his daily needs. He's 
very intelligent, but he needs care."

grandmother until she died two years 
ago, leaving him only his grandfather.

After 18 years of court 
bailies — including three 
years when the military 
refused lo lei him see his 
own notes — a 57-year-old 
inventor has been granted 
one of the basic palcnts on 
the laser. 


"H looks like I'll have 


something lo retire on,"

R. 
G o r d o n 


Gould. 


Gould, vice president of 


a small optical fiber linn 
in Gaithcrsburg, Md., has 
been officially recognized 
as developer of the system 
using solid material, such 
as a ruby, to generate the 
laser beam. This lypc of 
laser represents 
about 


one-third of the high-inten- 
sity light devices now in 
use. 


In addition, Gould has 


patents pending on lasers 
using gas instead of solids, 
as well as several applica- 
tions of the laser. At least 
one of these has already 
been 
r e c o g n i z e d 
in 


Canada, although not yet 
in the United States. 


Gould's long fight for 


recognition was hampered 
by a run-in with the mili- 
tary establishment thai 
started in 1959 when he 
sought to interest defense • 
officials in his work. 


Seeing the possibility of 


a "death ray," they classi- 
fied his patent application 
secret. And since Gould 
had some left-wing politi- 
cal involvement in the 
early 1940s, he was denied 
security clearance, his 
notebooks were confis- 
cated and he wasn't al- 
lowed to work with de- 
fense experts following up 
his ideas. 


"That slowed down 


their laser development," 
he noted, "because they 
couldn't tell me what they 
were doing and get guid- 
ance from me." 


And, 
he added, "you'd 


think that when they 
classify something and put 
it in a vault it would be 
safe, wouldn't you. But 
when I got the material 
back after three years. 


one of the notebooks was 
missing." 


This proved less of a 


problem for Gould than it 
might have been, how- 
ever, since he had kept 
copies of the 
notebooks 


without the knowledge of 
the Defense Department. 


The incident did result 


in some problems during 
his legal baltle for his pat- 
ent rights, however. 


Opponents questioned 


whether his work, was de- 
tailed enough for a patent 
since it took the military 
two years to make a laser 
while working with his 
notes.

The blinds have mirrors 


on their top surfaces to 
reflect the sun. They can 
be closed at night like 
ordinary blinds. 


Johnson said the new 


materials, which were 
largely developed at MIT, 
w i l l be commercially 
available within the next 
year.

substantial risk lhal expo- 
sure of pregnant women to 
the chemical compound 
causes birth defects in 
their children. 


DDT was banned five 


years ago as posing "an 
unacceptable risk to man 
and his environment," but 
its use in combination with 
another chemical as a 
spray dust was permittee! 
on airplanes. 


Since the mid-1960s the

dren's Hospital-National 
Medical Center under a 
5110,000 federal 
grant 


f r o m the Law Enforce- 
ment Assistance Adminis- 
tration and the National 
Institute of Mental Health. 


Dr. 
Frederick Green, 


associate director of the 
hospitnl, said Thursday 
that no one knows how 
many children arc abused 
sexually each year. And 
the term "abuse" can 
encompass a broad spec- 
trum of incidents ranging 
from obscene gestures or 
exhibitionism to rape and 
incest. 


Green said he would 


work with a broad defini- 
tion that considers abuse 
"an episode in which there 
is contact or interaction 
between a child and an 
adult when the child is 
being used as an object of 
gratification for adult sex- 
ual needs or desires." 


A 20-year-old survey of 


1,800 college students, the 
only one of its type ever 
conducted, reported that 
35 percent of the women 
and 30 percent of the men 


had experienced episodes 
that would fit Green's defi- 
nition of abuse.

African government took special 
powers over industry Friday that 
include the right to order foreign- 
owned plants to produce strategic 
materials that become unavailable 
from overseas suppliers. 


Although the powers could be 


used to force foreign companies to 
produce arms and other military 
equipment in defiance of the arms 
embargo imposed by (he United 
Nations last week, the official who 
invoked them said this was not his 
intention. 


"THESE measures have defi- 


nitely not been instituted for the 
production of arms," said 
Jan 


Christian Heunis, minister of eco- 
nomic affairs, who invoked sections 
of the National Supplies Procure- 
ment Act with a proclamation in 
the Government Gazette. The stat- 
ute, a consolidation of wartime 
emergency measures, was passed 
in 1970. 
. 
The measures aulhonze the 


government to compel the produc- 
tion or delivery of materials 
deemed necessary for Ihe security 
of the country. 


If companies resist, their prem-

Which is not to say lhat John I), 


Westhavcr Jr., who will he formally 
installed Sunday as LAUC minister, is 
old-fashioned. Far from it. 


Presiding at Rev. Weslhaver's installa- 
tion Sunday at Los Altos United Church 
will be Rev. David M. Retd, senior 
pastor In Long Beach's historic First 
Congregational Church-United Church 
of Christ and chairman of the UCC's 
Orange Association church-and-minislry 
commitlee. Services begin at -1:30 p.m. 
and continue through a 5:J5 p.m. con- 
gregational supper.

The -11-year-old cleric clearly is at- 


tuned to the realities of late-20lh cen- 
t u r y l i f e . In recent Air Force 
chaplaincies, for instance, he's been 
deeply, professionally involved in drug 
abuse counselling and other areas of 
contemporary concern.

Ihe war with Britain. 


Chief among contemporary theologi- 


cal influences on his thinking were How- 
ard Thurmond, a renowned preacher 
and teacher, and Dielrich Bonhoeffer, 
the Nazi-martyred German parson who 
taught a "church (or Ihe world." 


Educated in Massachusetts — BA, 


Boston University, 1962, Master of Di- 
v i n i t y , Andover-Newton Theological 
School (near Roslon), 1966 — his speech 


retains more than a suggestion of Bos- 
ton. 


Weslhaver, son of a trouble-shooting 


chef who travelled widely, first joined 
HIP Air Force following high school 
graduation in 1954. He served — as a 
Russian language analyst — in Tripoli, 
Turkey and Texas. 


Accepted as a law student prior to 


graduating from Boston U. in the early 
1960s, he heard a new call. Later, while 
attending Andover-Newton, he was a 
stuilcnl minister and an associate, 
becoming pastor of First Congrega- 
tional, Rindge, N.H., in 1965. 


After becoming an Air Force chap- 


lain in 1068, he served at Nellis AFB, 
Nov., and in Thailand. In the latter 
assignment he was involved with a 
nighttime ministry, religious education, 
counseling, drug abuse and racial prob- 
lems. 


Back in New Hampshire, at Pease 


AFB, 
he worked with youth, in teacher 


(raining drama and more counseling. 
During an Alaskan lour lie held similar 
responsibilities. 


Since divorced, a marital situation

now they have been given pay 
raises. 


Teachers, scientific and techni- 


cal workers, medical workers and 
literary and art workers make up 
the majority of categories benefit- 
ing from salary increases effective 
Oct. 1. 


The Chinese soon will have the 


long denied opportunity to enjoy 
once more the poems, essays, 
novels and masterpieces of writers 
who emerged after the 1919 literary 
renaissance. Most have teen ban- 
ned for political reasons in recent 
years. 


In addition, slalc publishing au- 


(horities have announced new edi- 
tions of classical literature, poetry. 


painting and music, from Hie sixth 
century onward, to be issued this 
year. 


The state publishing house also 


is raising the window to let in for- 
eign literature, music and art, 
i n c l u d i n g the works of Shake- 
speare, Heine, Gogol, Balzac and 
Hugo, stories of Creek mythology, 
the p i a n o compositions of Bec- 
Ihoven, Chopin and Bach, and 
drawings of Rembrandt. 


Only four years ago, Western 


composers were derided as bearers 
of rotten bourgeois culture.

ernment of Mozambique appears to 
have have united the people and 
concentrated their energies in a 
way that is unusual tor the third 
world and singular for 
Africa. 


Often the most impressive evidence 
lies in small details. In the deepest 
bush, men and women salute visi- 
tors with the raised arm gesture of 
Frelimo. Clearly these country peo- 
ple were proclaiming, "1 am 
Mozambican," a show of national 
identity that is rare on a tnbally 
fragmented continent. 


On the banks of rivers, in addi-

AT A SMALL communal village 


a 12-year-old hoy wilh two years of 
schooling stood before a blackboard 
leaching -15 elders, men

At another new 
settlement residents showed off the 
neat four-room adobe and thatch 
houses they liad built cooperatively 
in neat rows. Proudly they pointed 
to Ihe outhouses behind each house, 
saying that the government had 
showed them how to build them 
and why they were needed. 


In "another region a team of 


paramedics was inoculating the 
population against smallpox, teta- 
nus and tuberculosis. They were 
part of a campaign that began a 
year ago in which such teams set 
but at the northern border with 
Tanzania intending to work their 
way south, vaccinating everyone. 
So far, the Ministry of Health re- 
ports, more than three million of 
the population ol 10 million have 
been treated.

IN NEIGHBORING Rhodesia it 


has long been an article of faith 
a m o n g white leaders t h a i any 
transition to majority or black rule 
inevitably will lead to a white exo- 
dus that, in turn, will signal a 
speedy collapse of the country's 
complex technological structure. 


White Rhodesians often paint 


pictures of plummeting produclion, 
vandalism and chaos as black 
masses take over from white mas- 
ters in Zaire, for example. 


When the Belgians left what 


was known as the Congo and a long 
period of political turmoil began, 
roads became overgrown by jungle, 
invcnlorics were depleted and 
never replaced, factories ground to 
a hall. In another former Por- 


tuguese territory, Angola, where 
civil war 
continues, distribution 


systems faltered and 
elevators 


broke down, wilh no one to repair 
llicni.Here in Mozambique, despite 
Ihe departure of 250,000 Portuguese 
settlers—the people who ran indus- 
Iry, the civil service and the large 
plantations—nothing so drastic has 
happened. Phones, railroads and 
airlines work. Abandoned stores 
and factories arc being run, admit- 
tedly at reduced levels of produc- 
tion, but run nevertheless by work- 
ers' committees with the aid ol 
relatively few foreign experts. 


TIIKRE ARE many problems 


of dislribution and cars and Irucks 
arc sorely needed,' but there is no 
apparent hunger and the periodic 
shortages of things like beer and 
canned good;— hardly 
necessities 


for most of the rural population- 
arc no worse than in many African 
states that have been independent 
for years. 


Discussing the more negative 


side of Ihe ledger, Joaquim Bruin, 
director of the Ministry of Eco- 
nomic Planning concedes that there 
are awesome difficulties as Ihe 
country embarks on a socialist 
course. Wilh 70 percent of the popu- 
lation under age 18 and wilh illiter- 
acy estimated at more than 90 per- 
cent. Iherc is an overwhelming 
need for skilled people, not just 
doctors and engineers but mechan- 
ics and people who can drive cars. 


The filling of such needs is Ihe 


first priority of the government, 
and its first move was to national- 
ize education, which under the Por- 
tuguese was. private and largely 
reserved for the children of set- 
tlors. Even though there arc few 
teachers, primary education is obli- 
gatory and a school is often admin- 
istered by a teen-ager, with higher- 
grade pupils teaching lower grades. 


Another difficulty is that the 


Portuguese l e f t behind them a 
highly capitalized and developed 
economic structure thai is largely 
irrelevant to Ihe needs of the peo- 
ple. There arc factories that pl'o- 
duce perfumes, but there are not 
enough textile plants and many 
people in the countryside we'ar 
rags.

Simpler income 
tax forms due 


New Amex president ''ready'

CHICAGO - Jerome Kurtz, the new commis- 


sioner of the Internal Revenue Service, insists this 
year's federal income-tax forms will be easier lo 
understand and fill out than those earlier. 


The 1976 forms were so complicated that Kurtz's 


predecessor, Donald C. Alexander, wrote an apology 
to taxpayers on the cover page of the IRS booklet. 


But Kurtz, a Philadelphia lax lawyer named to 


the post by President Carter and sworn in on April 
29, pointed out that the IRS "gets blamed for the 
complexity, but they merely reflect the laws. 


"The 1WOA short form, which about one-third of 


taxpayers use, will be much simpler than in the 
past," he said. "It has fewer lines, uses only one side 
of the paper, and has larger type. 


"In fact, it is designed to encourage the taxpay- 


ers lo have us compute their tax since it asks only for 
basic information such as Ihc number of dependents 
and income figures." 


THE LONGER 1040 form used by most taxpay- 


ers also has been "substantially revised into a more 
logical format," Kurtz said. "The items are listed 
sequentially instead of requiring the person lo [lip 
back and forth repeatedly from front to back." 


This year's forms will be easier on th eyes, even 


if many people still may have trouble with their 
compulations, he added. The short form will be 
printed on pink paper and the 1WO on blue paper. The 
1976 forms used red and blue ink on white paper. 


Kurtz, 46, said he always has prepared his own 


returns.

Noting his legal background, he added, I would 


recommend that most people using the 1MO get some 
help — but maybe I shouldn't say that." 


A native Philadclphian, Kurtz joined the law 


firm of Wolf, Block, Schorr and Solis-Cohen in 1955 
after he graduated from Harvard Law School, where 
he was an editor of the Harvard,Law Review. He 
graduated from Temple University in December, 
1957 He returned to the firm and remained with it 
except for a leave from 1966 to 1968 to serve as lax 
legislative counsel for the Treasury Department. 


Speaking at a tax conference sponsored by the 


University of Chicago Law School this week. Kurtz 
said he would like to see individual and corporate 
taxpayers stop "playing games" with (ho IRS in 
filing their returns. 


"I don'l view the tax system as a game, 
he 


said "But some taxpayers try to bury questionable 
information, taking the attitude that, 'If you find it, 
we'll pay it'"

came lo USC with a reputation as a 
sprinter, is making a name for 
himself as a distance runner. 


Well, that's speaking relatively. 
Ford isn't going to make any- 


one forget Frank Shorter, but after 
the exciting long runs he has pro- 
duced this season — four of more 
than 53 yards — the reserve tail- 
back has made certain that Trojan 
coach John {lobinson won't over- 
look his presence on the bench. 


"Once Dwighl gets into the 


secondary he's not tackled very 
often," s a i d Robinson, who 
wouldn't mind seeing Ford break 
another one today in the Trojans' 
1:30 p.m. Rose Bowl elimination 
against Washington. 


Four teams know that well — 


painfully well. 


• Texas Christian received the 


first lesson in USC's home opener 
when Ford broke loose for a 70- 
yard touchdown run .to boost the 
Trojans' lead to 44-0. 


• Washington State was victim- 


ized a week later, Ford racing 53 
yards to lift the Trojans to a 24-0 
halftime advantage. 


• California scored a victory of 


sorts when it stopped a 63-yard 
Ford run seven yards from the goal 
line. However, two plays later Lynn 
Cain scored from the four to tie the 
score at 7-7. 


t Stanford almost had Ford 


stopped at the line of scrimmage 
last week, only to have him wiggle 
loose and streak 63 yards late In 
the third quarter to jump USC's 
advantage to 42-0. 


"Once I get past the line of 


scrimmage I'm t h i n k i n g touch- 
down," said Ford, who has tallied 
five TDs (his season. 


"When Dwight first came to 


USC he was unaggressive," offered 
Robinson. "I think that slowed his 
development. Now he has become a 
runner in the mold of Anthony 
Davis — he attacks, then bounces 
off and breaks away."

relevantly than most. He was not essentially different in 
style than many another nightclub entertainer, only 
more skilled than most. 


Yes, he chose material mostly of the sort that 


others could not or would not choose. His topics were in 
bad taste, maybe, but he could make us admit to and 
laugh at our own inhibitions secret lecheries, and con- 
cealed habits. For instance, the first 15 minutes of "The 
World of Lenny Bruce" arc devoted lo variations on the 
theme of peeing in the sink. And every minute of the 
routine is funny, laugh-out-loud-hurray funny, it isn't all 
comprised of jokes about elimination processes, of 
course. Jews (Lenny was Jewish), Catholics, human 
anatomy, and reproduction also get top billing. 


Yes, his social comment had a bite to it. In all of it, 


however, he included himself as a part. Human folly 
knows no exceptions. What he said may not have set 
well with the self-righteous, but it hurt only because it 
was true. 


And, for him, it was dangerous. Lenny made him- 


self fair game for the censors and the Comstocks. 
Rusted for obscenity again and again, broken in spirit 
and in body, cblackballed in clubs all over (he land, 
financially ruined, he finally died at 40, allegedly of an 
overdose of drugs, surely a victim. 


Those last four agonized years in and out of courts 


and jail are what the second segment of Speiser's 
presentation explains. In it we see Lenny, distraught, 
desperate, defeated, making a lasl futile plea lo (lie 
judge. "Just let me play a tape of my act. Then say 
whether il is obscene." II was not to be. .Guilty. Soon 
dead. 


Not permanently, though. Lenny lives, this time 


through Frank Speiser. Catch his act in the current 
reincarnation at the Weslwood. Maybe you'll wish he 
would stay dead, but I don't think so. He's a good ghost 
lo have around.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The U.S. Appeals Court 


refused Friday to upset a Federal 
Communications 


Commission rule exempting most radio and television 
commercials from the fairness doctrine. 


The exemption was for broadcast advcrlisemcnts 


where no controversial issues of public importance wore 
involved. 


The appellate court said it does not believe the FCC 


acted "arbitrarily or that it abused its discretion" in 
withdrawing most commercial advertisements 
from 


application of the doctrine. 


The FCC ruling had been challenged by the Com- 


mittee for Open Media, a consumer organization, and 
other croups and individuals. 


The court said counter-advertising merely challeng- 


ing the accuracy of ads or the desirabililly ol standard 
products is different from such FCC decisions as those 
requiring the granting of air time to dispute cigarette 
ads before they were barred from the air waves several 
years ago.

Cauldron of political scandals boils in O.C.

In its own unusual way, Orange County 


is maintaining a reputation for political 
scandal and chicanery. Since the enact- 
ment of the Political Reform Act of 1974, a 
total of 12 political figures have been either 
indicted or convicted on fraud charges. 


Soon after the law was passed, Rep. 


Andrew Hinshaw, former county assessor, 
was indicted and later convicted of political 
fraud in connection with his campaign for 
Congress, lie is now awaiting sentence. 


lie was followed, in quick order, by 


County Assessor Jack Vallerga, Supervisor 
Robert Batlin and the politically prominent 
Dr. Louis Cclla. who was billed as Califor- 
nia's largest political contributor in 197-1. 


Along with them went some 32 as- 


sorted aides, elected officials, government 
employees and political figures who have 


Judge bars supervisor prosecution by DA 


either been indicted or convicted. 


The only setback Orange County Dis- 


trict Attorney Cecil Hicks appears to have, 
suffered so far in his efforts to put political 
figures in jail occurred this week when a 
Superior Court judge disqualified his office 
in the prosecution of two county supervi- 
sors. 


The supervisors, Ralph Diedrich and 


P h i l i p Anthony, were indicted by the 
Orange County Grand Jury last June on 
multiple charges of covering up certain 
contributions to Anthony's campaigns for 
office in the 1976 election. 


Four other persons, including Anaheim 


City Councilman William Kotl. were also 
indicted. 


The charges involve some $65,000 of 


Anthony's $280,000 total campaign spending 
that the district attorney maintains was 
"laundered" through various other people 
to conceal its real sources, which were 
Diedrich and a loan broker named William 
Conrad. 


Conrad, us well as an attorney who 


worked for Diedrich, Michael Remington, 
and a Calabasas jeweler, Martin Kirschner, 
also were charged with a variety of viola- 
tions in the 28-count indictment. 


. Remington and Kirschner have 


pleaded guilty and have been fined and 
placed on three years' probation. Kirschner 
was fined $5,000 and Remington $15,000. 


The supervisors, however, petitioned 


Superior Court Judge Philip -Schwab to dis- 
qualify Hicks from prosecuting them on the 


basis that [licks was biased against them 
because of a series of past run-ins. 


In 1975, the supervisors attempted to 


remove 21 investigators from Hicks' office 
and put them under the sheriff's depart- 
ment. In August of this year, Diedrich 
walked out of a budget hearing, refusing to 
vote on Hicks' SG.-1 million budget. 


Hicks went to court on the investiga- 


tors' transfer and won. His budget was 
approved without Diedrich's vole. 


After considering the bias charges for 


three days. Judge Schwab agreed wilh the 
supervisors and disqualified Hicks' office 
from prosecuting them. 


District attorney's spokesmen say it is 


the first time in the history of the county 
that the office has been prevented from 


prosecuting a case. Hicks is not comment- 
ing. 


The matter is further complicated by 


the fact that the state attorney general's 
office, which logically would prosecute; the 
case if the district attorney didn't, already 
has refused the case and a representative 
from that office testified in favor of Hicks 
at the hearing. 


Judge Schwah has set a hearing on the 


matter for Nov. 21 and ordered the district 
attorney and the attorney general to have 
representatives there to help decide how to 
proceed. 


It would seem that that would be 


enough political turmoil for one county— 
but it doesn't seem to be for Orange 
County. 


While all this is going on, another 


supervisor has been accused of falsifying

Whatever happened to . . 


Melvin Miller? 


Yon recall Melvin, the 
40- 


year-old tractor factory foreman, 
teetotaler, elder of the Presbyte- 
rian church and pillar of his com- 
munity of Pcoria, III.? 


Good 01' Mel, as he came to 


be known to thousands of South- 
landers back in I960, plunged 
from the heights of anonymity to 
the depths of notoriety as the butt 
of one the greatest gags ever 
carried off by the Marines. 


An overnight sensation 17 


years ago. Miller slipped quickly 


1 from the limelight. Today, he is a 


senior material control manager 
w i t h 
a 
Caterpillar-owned 


company in Ohio who spends 
much of his time flying around 
Ihc world. 


His life has changed, but he 


still recalls fondly, the night it all 
began. 


G R A N T MAXWELL, bar- 


' tender at the Press Club on Pine 
Avenue in Long Beach, distinctly 
remembers Melvin Miller. 


"A remarkable thing," Max- 


well recalled. "It just snowballed. 
Melvin Miller.was the nicest, guy 
in the world'--and- it wascalKJoe 
Geston's fault. Blame it on Joe 
Geston." 


Maxwell was co-owner at the 


lime of the Sandpiper Bar in 
Laguna-Beach, a favorite haunt, 
for unattached, hot-dog, live-for- 
loday Marine jet pilots from El 
'Toro Air Station. 


According to Maxwell, 
the 


Melvin Miller story started'when 
one of the bar's regulars, Capt. 
Joe Geston, couldn't remember 
where he parked his car on Labor 
Day, 1959. 


"He lurched in yelling that his 


car was missing," Maxwell-re- 
counted. "Somebody 
suggested, 


'Maybe it's in Peoria!' 


"Considering (he condition he 


was in, Geslon thought this was 
indeed possible, but he didn't 
know anybody in Pcoria. Someone 
else suggested, 'Why don't you 
call Melvin, oh ... 
Miller. Yeah, 


call Melvin Miller.1. 


"So Joe called Peoria, 111., 


and told the operator he wanted 


. Melvin Miller," Maxwell re- 


counted. ."Woke this poor fellow 
up at four in the morning and 
asked him if he'd seen his car. 
The guy in Peoria apparently fejt 
sorry for Joe. He even looked out- 
side." 


Geston managed to find his 


car the next day and called Miller 
back to tell him the good news, 
Maxwell went on. The incident 
might have ended there, but Ges- 
ton and his buddies had other 
ideas. 


FOR THE N E X T year, 


whenever the Marines descended 
on the Sandpiper, somebody 
would call "Good 01' Mel in Peo- 
ria" and tell him his troubles. 


"Usually it was Joe Geston," 


Maxwell said, "and he would pour 
his heart out. When he got tired of 
talking, he'd put one of his 
buddies on the line. They talked lo 
Miller, chatted with his wife and 
got to know his three kids." 


Between Labor Day and 


Christmas, 1959, Miller received 
more than 50 calls from Marines 
in the Sandpiper Bar. When the 
Millers became skeptical — think- 
ing their callers were really idling

beamed approval.

in some Peoria oasis — Geston 
sent post cards from California 
and enlisted his buddies to send a 
bushel basket of Christmas cards 
and gifk from all over the world. 


But it didn't end then, either, 


Maxwell recalled. 


"The pilots decided to repay 


Miller's good humor — and pa- 
tience — so we took up a collec- 
tion to bring him out to California 
for the parly to end all parties in 
(he Sandpiper. Somebody donated 
a 5-inch artillery shell casing and 
we put it right up on the bar. 


the craziest episodes in California 
history and everyone got into the 
act. Laguna Beach officially de- 
clared "Melvin Miller Week." 
Other Southland communities 
quickly followed suit. 


Miller was taken to Del Mar 


race track for the running of the 
first annual Melvin Miller Slakes, 
then to the Sandpiper, followed by 
a tour of the Hollywood movie lots 
and lunch wilh Jayne Mansfield, 
then back to the Sandpiper, on to 
the bullfights in Tijuana, and 
finally—the Sandpiper. 


Another in a Saturday update series about persons and 


events that once made news and what has happened 
since.

When Geston excitedly called 


Miller to tell him about the 
expenses-paid trip, Miller begged 
off, explaining he'd already taken 
his vacation and couldn't get 
away.

"He called up my boss and 
before I knew i), they had plane 
reservations made for me to leave 
O'Hare Airport in Chicago."-:

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Parties in Norwalk 
face sound barrier

An ordinance that would allow 


sheriff's deputies to measure noise 
levels of loud parlies after warning 
the party-givers will be considered 
Monday night by the Norwalk City 
Council. 


The existing ordinance notes 


that persons are prohibited from 
making "any loud, unnecessary or 
unusual noise which either annoys 
or disturbs" the peace and quiet of 
those in the city. 


But it does not set specific noise 


levels which are prohibited. 


Fred Roos, director of public 


works, said his staff is recommend- 
ing that the council approve (he 
revised ordinance and authorize 
purchase of a |600 sound meter. 


After hearing complaints, depu- 


ties would first ask the persons to 
quiet down. 


If the noise continued, deputies 


would use the sound meter to deter- 
mine whether the party-goers had 
exceeded the permitted noise level. 


Deputies could arrest the per- 


sons giving the party if a violation 
were found. 


The exact noise level that con- 


stitutes a violation would be 
determined by the City Council. 
Three readings would be taken by 
deputies at two-minute intervals. 


"We have no intentions of put- 


ting people in jail for giving 
parties," said J.L. Cline, com- 
mander of the Nonyalk sheriff's 
substation. "(The ordinance) is just 
an additional tool to help us control 
the noise."

An excited gem dealer 


Victor Nash arrived at the 
same time newsmen were 
ushered in to view the 
dirt-encrusted treasure. 


He identified the gems 


and said the find included 
some valuable pieces such 
as carved opal and jade. 


When t h e case was 


broken, the FBI thought 
n i l of the jewelry was 
recovered but Nash later 
said it was only about 10 
percent or $200,000 worth.

Paul's Cathedral at Wilshire and Fi- 
gueroa in downtown Los Angeles had to 
apply other pressures.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - 


Howard Hughes' relatives 
have agreed to pay Cali- 
fornia either $3.3 million 
or |30 million from his es- 
tate, depending on where 
he legally resided, state 
Controller Ken Cory said 
Friday. 


California sued Texas in 


the U.S. Supreme Court 
Friday, trying to gel the 
court to decide Ihe resi- 
dence of the eccentric ty- 
coon who died 19 months 
ago. 


If the court rules thai 


Hughes resided anywhere 
but Texas, Cory told re- 
porters, a settlement 
already agreed on will 
give California 18 percent 
of the taxable portion of 
the estate. 


If the court finds he re- 


sided in Texas, California 
will collect 2 percent. 
. 
Lawyers for Hughes' es- 


tate have filed a federal 
tax return showing a value 
of nearly $167 million. An 
18 percent share of that 
would he $30 million, a 2 
percent share $3.3 million. 


However, there have 


been other, much higher 
estimates of the estate's 
worth. 


Unless the Supreme 


Court intervenes, Cory 
said, courts in California 
and Texas could claim 
Hughes as a resident for 
tax purposes, and the re- 
sulting taxes, along with 
federal inheritance taxes, 
would eat up the entire 
estate. 


His estate also is the 


subject of probate pro- 
ceedings in N e v a d a , 
Louisiana and Delaware. 


A trial has begun in Las 


Vegas over the legitimacy 
of the so-called Mormon 
w i l l , one 
of several 


Hughes is claimed lo have 
written. 


But Cory said it "ap- 


pears lo be the case at this 
point" that Hughes died 
without a valid will, leav- 
ing relatives in Texas, 
Nevada and California as 
his legal heirs. Attorneys 
for those relatives agreed 
to the settlement, Cory 
said. 


Hughes died in April 


197C on his private jet that 
was flying him from 
Mexico to his native Hous- 
ton for medical Ireatment. 


California's lawsuit says 


Hughes was a California 
resident almosl continu- 
ously from 1926 lo 1966. 


After 1966, Ihe lawsuit 


conlends, Hughes "formed 
no personal roots . . . liv- 
i n g in almosl t o l a l 
seclusion in a hotel room 
from which he seldom, if 
ever, ventured." 


The suit also notes thai 


Ihe Summa Corp., nerve 
center of Hughes' business 
operations, was headquar- 
tered in California, and 
says his financial empire 
was directed from a I/>s 
Angeles suburb. 


In addition, Cory said, 


"there was evidence in his 
personal effects thai he in- 
tended to return to Califor- 
nia." His personal film 
collection was stored in 
California, Cory said.

Subsequently, the ani- 


mals were placed in a box 
divided into a lighted com- 
partment and a dark com- 
partment. When Ihe mice, 
being nocturnal animals, 
scurried into the dark sec- 
t i o n , they were given 
shocks. Eventually they 
learned to avoid the dark. 


Three days later the 


mice were tested to see 
how well they retained the 
lask. While 50 percent of 
the mice who hadn't re- 
ceived the sodium nitrite 
recalled their learning 
perfectly, only 20 percent 
of those who had received 
Ihe lowest doses of Ihe 
substance did so. 


"This indicates l h a t 


they didn't learn Ihe task 
as well," said Martinez.. 
He added that higher 
doses of sodium nitrite 
inexplicably had no ad- 
verse effect on the ro- 
dents' learning. 


Sodium nitrite in high 


doses is known to interfere 
with the oxygcnalion of 
red blood cells, leading to 
a condition of loo litlle 
oxygen in (he brain. But 
Martinez said the rcsulls 
suggested this was not the 
cause of the amnesia in 
the current cxperimenl. 


"It could be that the ni- 


lrite ion is acting directly 
on the central nervous sys- 
tem," Martinez said. 


A repetition of the ex- 


periment on rats yielded 
comparable results. Mar- 
tinez said a logical next 
step would be to test the 
substance on' monkeys, 
since results produced in 
such an experiment would 
be more siiggslive of ef- 
fects in humans.
